Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Spe- 
clal.J]—The farmers of the country are 
up in arms over the refusal of the 
war department to release from the 
army camps thousands of soldiers 
desperately needed to plant the crops 
this spring. 

Senators and representatives have 
been inundated the last week with 
appeals for relief from the agricul- 
tural] sections in which the shortage 
of farm laber is so acute as to threat- 
en a diminution of food crops and 
the secretary of war is being bom- 
Altogether 


a showdown between the farmers and 
the war department appears imminent. 


Letter from Frank L. Smith. 
In a vigorous letter to Acting Secre- 


tary of War Crowell, Representative 
Frank L. Smith of Illinois has voiced 
the demands of the farmers and their 
lack of comprehension of a demobiliz- 
ation system which releases thousands 
of men without jobs whom the govern- 
ment is expending hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to aid in procuring 
employment, while retaining 
service thousands of farm hands clam- 
oring to be discharged in order to re- 
turn to the jobs waiting for them. 

Mr. Crowell has not replied to Mr. 
Smith’s representations, but the war 
department has contended hitherto 
that only indispensable soldiers were 
being retained in the service and that 
the war emergency is not ended. Of- 
ficial utterances have broadly intimat- 
ed that, as a large army is still nec- 
essary to back up the president in 
forcing the enemy to conclude a sat- 
isfactory peace, it is little short of 
unprtriotic if not disloyal to demand

Must Act Quickly. 

“Each case in which the discharge 
of a soldier is asked to enable him to 
return to farm work is an emergency 
case—a desperately urgent case at 
this time, because the planting season 
is here and if a farm is not planted 
within the next few weeks, it must lie 
idle. It is up to somebody to do some- 
thing, and do it quickly.” 

Mr. Smith said he is flooded with 
appeals from farmers for relief, but 
that “there is-an increasing tendency 
upon the part of all officers—and par- 
ticularly these of the regular army 
establishment—to disapprove all such 
applications.” 


Yankee Merchant Marine 
Fast Grows Americanized 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—The 
personnel of the American Merchant 
Marine is rapidly becoming American- 
ized, said a report received today by 
the shipping board from the sea serv- 
ice bureau of its recruiting service 
cevering March.

Secretary Baker has his mind fixed upon a ridic- 
ulous military policy Yor the United States.

It proposes that we shall maintain the most ex- 
travagant military institution in the world, the

force—Mr. Baker, for the administration, declares 
against universal training for citizenship and se- 
curity and for the worst form of an army which 
could be devised for a republic. 

Mr. Baker, who, until he is denied authority, 
represents the idea and the authority of the nation, 
believes in hiring men to do the essential duties of 
citizenship. | 

We are justified in hiring men for police duty. 
If they voluntarily want to perform the duty we 
are justified in hiring them to perform it. But we 
are not justified as a nation in trying to hire men 


of citizenship. It is a duty against which Mr. 
Baker's face is set. He is for hiring protection and 
is against making protection of the nation the duty 
of the citizen. 

We presume that Mr. Baker is representing the 
administration because the administration retains 
him. But we do hope that the Republican con-

GEN. WOOD'S MEDAL. 
[New York Sun.) 

News comes from Washington that the war depart- 
ment announces ite award to Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood of the Distinguished Service medal. If it is 
permitted to put an inscription on this medal, we 
suggest at least the outlines of some brief explanatory 
matter, as follows: 

Presented to Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood as a 
token of the administration’s burning desire to 
indicate to the people of the United States that it 
really and truly loves’ Wood and that it kept him 
from going to France because of its solicitude 
for his health and not because it feared that Gen. 
Wood, if sent to the battlefield, might enhance 
hie professional reputation and the affection in 
which so many Americans hoid him. 

This, as we said, is only a suggestion. That the 
head of the war department, Mr. Baker, who has a 
literary touch second to only one in all the adminis- 
tration, could do better with the inscription we are 
sure.

Milk Bottles Stolen. 

One of the interesting sidelights on 
the junk business shown in the re- 
port-was the discovery that children 
often. make a practice of stealing 
milk bottles and selling them to the 
junk men. On the west side three 
small boys were found with a bag full 
of bottles which they were taking to a 
neighborhood shop. On the south side 
a youthful junker of 4 years was dis- 
covered selling four bottles to a pass- 
ing peddler, who gave him 2 cents for 
them. “Present legislation requires 
that milk men use only their own 
bottles,”. says the report, ‘and a milk 
bottle exchange has been established 
where dealers can get back their own 
bottles for 2 cents and get 1 cent each 
for bottles of other dealers which fall 
into their hands. Apparently’ the 
junk dealers prefer to ship their goods 
out of town, where this legislation 
does not hold.”

Four Transports Side by 
Side at Pier with 
Cheering Yanks.

New York, April 20.—[Special.]— 
Faster Sunday saw four transports 
land 10,492 overseas Yanks at this port 
within fifty minutes. The four vessels, 
their rails lined with cheering troops, 
steamed up North river within 100 
yards of one another. Later in the day 


‘two other transports arrived, increas- 


ing the total troop arrivals for the day 
to 14,081. 

Two of the ships, the Graf Waldersee 
and the Zeppelin, were among those re- 
cently surrendered by Germany to be 
used as American transports. On board 
the Graf Waldersee were seven officers 
and 171 men of base 14, of whom ap- 
proximately 140 are from Chicago. 

Six German naval officers, who are 
required by terms of the armistice to 
be on every surrendered ship, stood to- 
gether on an upper deck when the Graf 
Waldersee glided alongside its pier at 
Hoboken, colorful with flags of red and 
white and blue. The band on the pier 
burst into the Spar-Spangled Banner. 
The heels of the German naval officers 
clicked together and they stood at 
salute. 

Yet several Yankee navy men who 
returned on the ship declared that at 
least two of the six Germans aboard 
are firmly convinced that “Der Tag” 
has been merely delayed.

Dandelion Salads. 


The subject of dandelions sets a 
number of my readers to thinking 
pleasant thoughts and of forwarding 
these to me. A correspondent in 
Texas says, “ Reading your account of 
dandelions started me thinking about 
it.” “It” in this case is a visit to that 
state. 

She says: “ Think of having spinach 
every day for months at almost no cost 
and green vegetables all through the 
winter. And if you like fish you can 
dip them out with a net at the pump- 
ing pliant. We get them up to sixty 
pounds.” 

Miss Ida M. Johnson of Normal, IIl., 
writes: “I am sending you some 
blanched dandelion. Please try it cut 
fine as for slaw with mayonnaise dress- 
ing or any you prefer. Do you not 
think this would be a fairly good sub- 
stitute for. endive for those who can- 
not afford that delicacy? It is also nice 
* «prepared as asparagus tips. 

“To blanch it it need only be cov- 
ered six inches or more with loose 
earth after the ground freezes for good 
in the fall. It will come up, like a 
bunch of celery, through this loose 
earth in spring. 

“I should think it would be easy to 
take up the plants in the fall, plant 
them about three inches apart each 


way in boxes, and cover the same as| 


outdoors, store where they would be | 


slightly frozen, and then bring in the)! 
boxes in succession as wanted. Placed: 


in a warm room and watered they. 
would soon be up. If you think the 
idea is worth while will you please pass 
it on to your readers.” 

I am most delighted to do so, for 
this blanched de-.delion cut up with 
onion makes a fine dinner salad, just 
dressed with oil and a bit of vinegar 
in a garlic rubbed bowl.

About the middle of April, or as soon 
after raking and fertilizing as the

In this regiée watering is necessary 
only once every five to seven days of 
drought in spring and autumn and 
once every three days of drought in 
summer. In the less retentive soil of 
the sandy shore regions these periods 
may be reduced one-third to one-half. 
But each watering must be sufficiently 
protracted to saturate the soil to the 


causes the roots to tend downward in 
search of moisture, instead of toward 
the surface, where they would be ex- 
posed to the burning summer sun. 
Light sprinkling to moisten the surface 
y is worse than none, 

The commonly used adjustable brass 
sprinkling nozzle is another cause of 
disappointing lawns, especially in the 
hands of children. The hard stream 
uproots the grass and gouges unsight- 
ly holes in the ground. If sprinkling 
must be done by hand, let it be with 
a rose sprinkler, like the top of the 
spqut on a sprinkling can. But the 
most serviceable is the “ butterfly” 
sprinkling head mounted on a pipe 
with 2 spear end on the bottom to stick 
into the ground wherever wanted.

New York, April 20.—[Special.]—The 
nation. takes up tomorrow the task of 
raising its last great war loan under 
auspices which are distinctively favor- 
able. The tale which the stock market 
has told for the last sixty days, with 
particular emphasis diting the last 
fortnight, is one of confidence over the 


industrial, financial, and transportation 
outlook, dealing lightly with particular 
embarrassments of the temporary or- 


der. 
The west and southwest are attempting 


to visualize the greatest inflow of wealth 
from products of the soil that the coun- 
try has ever known. From mercantile 
centers the reports in recent weeks have 
been increasingly cheerful, showing that 
the Wholesale and retail demand for 
many lines of goods is expanding.. 

The soundness of business finances and 
the finances of the banks have been dis- 
played week by week in few failures and 
small liabilities In the one case and in 
expanding resources in the other.
